PROTEST AGAINST 
CONSCRIPTION 


At a general meeting of the Connolly Club, 
held at 15 Percy street, London, a resolution 
was passed, declaring its determined opposi- 
tion to the conscription of Irish citizens resi- 
dent in Britain. The resolution stated that 
the British Government, because of its policy 
in dividing Jreland, had a large responsibility 
for the emigration of Irishmen to Great 
Britain, and is now endeavouring to penalise 
them further by conscription. It added that 
Ireland has declared its neutrality, and Irish 
citizens in Great Britain should be treated 
as the citizens of a neutral country. 

The meeting calls upon the Irish Govern- 
ment, all Irish public bodies, Irish T.D.s, 
and the Labour and trade union movement to 
take immediate action to prevent the British 
Government from imperilling Ireland's 
neutrality and inflicting injustice upon Irish 
citizens in Britain. It also calls upon the 
British Labour and trade union movement to 
identify themselves with this protest, and to 
make immediate representations to the British 
National Government.

DR. LAURENCE E. KEEGAN 


News of Dr. Laurence Edward Keegan's 
death, at Grand Falls, St. John’s, Newfound- 
land, has been received with regret by his 
many. friends in Dublin, of which city he 
was a native. Dr. Keegan was a brother of 
Surgeon Keegan, Fitzwilliam square. He 
— at Trinity College, Dublin, and at 

Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons.

DR. W. J. LAWRENCE

not travel unattended. Dr. Lawrence has 
been honoured by the Universities of 
London and Yale and Harvard. He re- 
ceives a civil pension from Great Britain 
for his distinguished services to literature, 
especially for his work on the Elizabethan 
stage, on which he is now recognised as 
the greatest authority.

The British Government's decision that 
kilts shall not be worn by any section of 
the Army for the duration of war has 
caused quite a stir, and echoes of the 
trouble already have reached Canada, 
where there are at least two kilted regi- 
ments. 

One of these is the Irish Regiment of 
Canada, which has its headquarters in 


Toronto—the ‘‘ Belfast of Canada - and. 


won the right to wear saffron kilts from 
the Canadian Department of Defence nine 
years ago, when the iment was com- 
manded by Lieutenant-Colonel W. W. 
Soden-Irwin. The regiment also has the 
distinction of being the only militia unit 
in Canada with the right to a mascot—an 
Irish wolfhound, which heads all cere 
monial parades. 7 

It was shortly after the outbreak of the 
last war that the Irish Regiment of 
Canada was formed to give native-born 
Irishmen and — an oppor- 
tunity of serving in one body. The regi- 
ment was gazetted in October, 1915, with 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. H. Boyd Magee as 
the first Commanding Officer. Two overseas 
battalions (the 108th and 208th of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force) were 
raised, and when these units crossed the 
Atlantic their colours were deposited in 
Belfast Cathedral for safe keeping. 
Casualties in the overseas battalions were 
high, and about 60 per cent. of the 
personnel were killed or injured. 
The regiment is particularly proud of 
its flute band, which uses the flutes that 
ong the Royal Ulster Regiment into 
attle during the last war.

NDIANS must convert India, the Chinese 
must convert China, and the Japanese 
must convert Japan; the work of conver- 
sion lay with the younger and not with the 
older Churches, declared the Rev. Canon H. 
E Hyde, Home Secretary of the Church 
Assembly Missionary Council, when he gave 
the second of the Godfrey Day Memorial 
Lectures in Trinity College, Dublin, yester-’ 
day afternoon.

MANY DIVISIONS 


In the last thirty years the non-Roman 
non-Orthodox Churches, with which he dealt, 
had been working on a new. technique. One 
of the great difficulties that had confronted 
them had been that there were so man 
bodies or sects. That was confusing enoug 
in regard to the older Churches, but when 
they were exporting those divisions to the 
non-Christian land, it was really a wonder 
if an intelligent Moslem or Hindu was 


' a Christian. It they kept 
on exporting those divisions 1t would make 
the acceptance ot the faith very difficult: 
The system held up and discouraged the de- 
velopment of the indigenous Church. 

In the last thirty years three attempts 
had been made to face that difficult problem, 
The first had been made in 1910; when a 
World, Missionary Conference was held in 
Edinburgh, which marked a e of major 
significance in the life of th emissions. At 
that conference there hac been 1,355 dele- 
fetes, chiefly from th. older Churches, and 

most important subject discussed had 
been the promotion of unity. The con- 
ference achieved wonderful results, A con- 
tinuation committee was set up and imme- 
diate steps were taken to begin co-operation 
between the different Churches. Since the 
conference Christian missions ceased to be a 
multitude of isolated and detached agencies, 
but became inter-related and inter-dependent, 
each 7 Kooning its identity, but all of 
them ‘mobilising their forces and comparing 
notes to see how they could. get on with the 
common task. 


WORLD CONFERENCE 


Another world conference was to have been 
held in 1920, but the Great War had inter- 
vened, it was not until 1028 that it 
could de convened. This conference was held 
on the. Mount of Olives, in Jerusalem, and, 
while the delegates were not so numerous 
as at 7 „ they were more representa- 
tive, twenty-five per cent. representing the 
younger Churches. This conference was a 
tremendous step forward, and it brought out

After twenty-two years’ experience of the 


Dole the time had come when the Govern- 
ment, aided by its experts, should earnestly 
inquire whether any better way of meetin 
the situation is feasible, said the Rev. M. P. 
Cleary, O. P., speaking on The Defects of 
the Dole, at the Catholic Social Week in the 
Mansion House last night. 

Father Cleary said that the Dole was 
economically disastrous in the long run, be- 
cause it had come to be regarded as a sub- 
stitute for work, and its most deep-rooted 
drawback was its dependence on taxation 
rather than production to meet a shortage of 
money due to want of employment. Socially 
it uprooted all ideas of thrift and self-reli- 
ance. 

We seem,” he said, to be satisfied with 
turning our youth adrift into the lanes and 
alleys of our cities, and the new problem of 
juvenile delinquency hás assumed such 
gigantic dimensions that the Children’s Court, 
the Reformatory and the Borstal are consum- 
ing thousands of pounds annually that could 
have been better spent in the formation of 
character, the feeding of the .body and the 
prevention of crime.” 

Able-bodied relief was, he said, driving a 
wedge between the ayer and the unem- 
ployed, and, sooner or later, the mumblings 
and rumblings of discontented parties on both 
sides of the chasm might result in evil deeds 
which no dole could stop.

Every- 
body in Europe wants peace. Intelligent 
men and women in all countries are fully 
alive to the fact that a prolonged war 
will be bound to have appalling effects on 
our social system; that it will impoverish 
the continent, and that, when it has been 
lost and won, the problems that it set out 
to solve probably will be more difficult of 
solution than ever they were. Neverthe- 
less, there is a widespread feeling that the 
time has not yet arrived -when outside 
intervention is likely to be of much 
assistance. What does Mr. Sumner 
Welles propose to do? While he is in 
Italy he will have conversations with the 
Pope, as well as with Signor Mussolini. 
He will visit Berlin, Paris and London, 
and may find time to sound opinion in 
some of the smaller neutral countries. 
Obviously, President Roosevelt’s Under- 
Secretary of State is not coming to Europe 
during a world war merely in order to 
have friendly chats with prominent 
statesmen. The Washington Government 
has an admirable diplomatic service, and 
probably is as well informed concerning 
European affairs as ahy other Government 
in the world; so one is forced to the con- 
clusion that a peace move of some kind 
is in the air. It also must be remembered 
that the Presidential election in the 


politicians are politicians the world over. 
It is impossible to escape the suspicion, 
therefore, unworthy as it may seem to be, 
that Mr. Sumner Welles’s visit is not 
unconnected, however remotely, with the 
problem of the future tenancy of the 
White House. Here, again, the American 
Government has every right to do as it 
pleases. If history should repeat itself, 
and President Roosevelt should come 
forward with another series of “ points,” 
he will be fully entitled to whatever kudos 
he may obtain; but just at the moment 
none of the European belligerents weil be 
likely to welcome his intervention. Both 
sides seem to be confident of victory; 
neither yet has any obvious reason for 
despair. In the long run, a peace by 
negotiation probably will become inevit- 
able; but human nature is such, that no 
great Power, once having embarked upona 
major war, will admit the possibility of 
anything but a complete victory so long as 
its armed forces remain intact and its 
civilian population maintains~ its moral 
We shall follow the course of Mr. Sumner i 
Welles’s pilgrimage, therefore, with 
interest rather than with any great hope.

B OMB explosiahs, which wrecked 
shop windows in Oxford street, 
London, and da a cloakroom 
at Marble Arch Station in the black- 
out last night, injured thirteen 
people, two of them seriously. 

A man and woman walking by the shop 
windows were gravely hurt and ten other 
people were injured. 

In the cloakroom explosion a man 
suffered from shock and was taken to 
hospital. 

Brilliant flashes lit the black-out when 
the explosions occurred and. people ran 
in terror. , 

The explosions are supposed to have been 
caused by agents of an illegal organisa- 
tion. The seriously injured woman 
was walking with a young woman in 
Oxford street when a bomb wrecked the 
window of a gown shop. She staggered a 
few paces and then collapsed. 

An earlier explosion had damaged a 
cloakroom at the Marble Arch, and a man 
had been taken to hospital suffering from 
shock. * 

The woman seriously hurt is believed to 
be middle-aged. Her young companion 
was blown off her feet, and passing 
soldiers ran to their assistance. 

The first explosion, which wrecked the 
cloakroom on the corner of Bayswater and 
Hyde Park, was heard by people as far 
away as Oxford Circus, and crowds were 
hurrying to the scene when-the second one 
occurred. 

Women among the crowd which stood 
near the untonscious woman screamed, 
and some were assisted away in a fainting 
condition. 

The explosion shattered the windows of 
two other shops.

IN FRANCE. 


DUXIEME BUREAU S 
COUNTER ATTACK 


UNDERMINING FRANCE 
FROM WITHIN.

OUR suspected German spies, a Berlin 


society hostess, Baroness Von Einem; 

a Paris newspaper man, a shorthand 
writer of the Senate Army Commission, and 
a so-called Austrian refugee are to 
tried before the third Paris Military 
Tribunal, it is reported to-day. This is 
not a surprising event in wartime, but the 
unexpe feature of this trial is that the 
acts of espionage of which these people are 
accused took place in peace time, several 
months before the beginning of the war, when 
a large number of influential people still 
thought that a rapprochement with Germany 
was possible. : 

Recently two Alsatian autonomist leaders, 
Roos and Lobstein, were shot for high 
treason. At least six other’ German spies 
will be brought up for trial in the near 
future, and it is confidently expected that the 
results of intensive werk by the French 
Deuxieme Bureau will become evident as 
time goes on. Baroness Von Einem, who 
had many friends in Paris, escaped the net 
which was spread for her. She is to be tried 
in her absence for having previous to July 
last incited Leo Hirsch, the Austrian; 
Aloys Aubin, closely connected with the 
Temps, and Julien Poirier, of the Figaro, 
who died in prison, to give her secret docu- 
ments connected with national defence. For 
this crime she risks the death penalty. Hirsch 
and Aubin are charged with not informing 
the French authorities that they were in 
contact with an agent of the German Govern- 
ment. For this they are liable to a maximum 
sentence of ten years’ imprisonment. 

The fourth person charged is Jean Gaston 
Amourelle, who was a shorthand writer at 
the Senate and a well-known Socialist, of 
Trotskyist leanings. He is accused of attempt- 
ing to get into touch with a German agent 
with a view to carrying out espionage, and 
having attempted to obtain money from the 
German propaganda Minister in order to 
found a revolutionary paper advocating acts 
of violence, riots and sabotage of national 
defence. Amourelle risks deportation for life 
in a fortress, and, in the case of extenuating 
circumstances, a prison sentence of five to 
twenty years. 


REACTION IN PARIS 


Considerable emotion has been caused in 
Paris by the announcement of this trial. It 
serves to recall the shocked surprise which 
greeted the revelation that the two journalists 
connected with two of the most respected 
and old-established French newspapers were 
incarcerated in the Cherche-Midi Military 
Prison in Paris last July. 

It follows also closely upon the revelation 
made by M. Daladier before the recent secret 
session of the Chamber of Deputies when he 

uoted a questionnaire of the Gestapo. This 

ument demanded from an agent precise 
answers to questions on miste such as 
whether M. Daladier’s popularity in the 
country was waning; whether his Govern- 
ment will fall soon; whether there was an 
alternative Government in the background, 
and whether French civilian moral will hold 
out. Thanks to the timely use of this docu- 
ment, M. Daladier was able to scotch many 
of the rumours that have been running 
around “well-informed circles for the last 
month or two, and emerge from the secret 
session with a unanimous vote of confidence.

Under the 
banner of Anti-Communism and, by implica- 
tion, that of the Holy Alliance or lour-Power 
Pact, they attempted to permeate influential 
circles in France. Emment French men of 
letters and liticians were invited to 


speak freely in German conference halls. 
Thei 


ir books were eagerly bought up at 
uneconomic prices by German publishing 
firms. Agents such as Paul Ferdonnet, who 
now is the French Lord Haw-haw at 
Stuttgart, were sent around newspaper offices 
in Paris touting their suspect wares. 

The famous cosmopolitan woman spy, 
La Femme Fatale, was brought into service 
and paraded through the gilded salons of 
such Paris hostesses as would receive her. 
This time, however, she did not make love 
beneath the palms to junior officer Where 
is your regiment stationed, dar-r-r-ling ' — 
she played for higher stakes in a much more 
subtle way. 

The scandal of La Butner last summer 
revealed to some extent the manner in which 
German propaganda used this most modern 
example of the woman spy. i 

At the same time Herr Abetz made his 
brilliant appearance only to ae less 
brilliantly at the invitation of the French 
Government some months later. i 

All these German spies had one aim—to 
divide the French nation by injecting the virus 
of blind anti-Bolshevism into the Right, so 
that Germany’s game would go unnoticed. 
Opinion may be divided as to the amount of 
success they achieved. The last two years 
provide ‘many examples of their brilliant 
success before Herr Hitler queered their 

itch by his amazing pact with Stalin. 

hether the present willingness on the part 
of some Frenchmen to take on Hitler and 
Stalin. at the same time is a ' hangover”’ 
from his chequered period, or whether it is 
practical politics, inspired by a reasoned 
analysis of the present situation, is a matter 
of opinion. 

There do not seem to be any grounds, 
however, for terming men like M. de Kerillis, 
who doubt the wisdom of an anti-Soviet mili- 
tary campaign while Hitler’s armies are at 
the frontier, a Russian agent, as a certain 
dogmatic Royalist writer did recently. It 
can be said quite definitely that the French 
Government, in consultation with the British 
Government, does not intend to be pre- 
cipitated · into any action before the whole 
matter has been thrashed. out thoroughly. 
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
